Laurier Commemoration to Be 
Held in Gymnasium Tonight; 
Air Minis ter Po wer to Speak 

James' Message 
Read at Service 



Text of Address 
Sent by Principal 
To Saint Lin 

This is the complete text of n 
message sent by Principal F. 
Cyril .Inmes to Snint Lin, Que- 
bec, birthplace of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, where it is to be read 
at the special Memorial Service 
to be held there today commem- 
orating the Centenary of Sir 
Wilfrid's birth: 

"Destiny gives to few men the 
opportunity to embody within 
themselves all that is best in the 
age in which they live. To fewer 
still docs it give the added oppor- 
tunity to lead mankind towards the 
goal ot their ideals. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was of the elect. 

"Proud of his French-Canadian 
birth, he wished to supplement the 
knowledge acquired at the schools 
of Saint-Lin and the College of the 
Assumption by learning from his 
fellow English-Canadians all that 
they could teach him at New Glas- 
gow and McGill University. Friend 
and confidant of many statesmen, 
he added to the experience he ac- 
quired from them by continuous 
reading of books and articles de- 
scribing the ways of peoples and 
nations. 

"Insatiable curiosity was inherent 
in his nature, where it was wedded 
to an abiding sympathy. He was 
interested in men because he loved 
them. Like Solomon of old, he de- 
sired an understanding heart, and 
was rewarded with power and do- 
minion. 

Aided Canada's Development 

"The prosperity which Canada 
enjoyed during the years when 
Laurier was Prime Minister may 
be attributed to factors over which 
he had no control. The western 
world was surging forward under 
the impetus of the industrial re- 
volution and growing gold reserves. 
It was Lauricr's task to develop the 
soul of Canada, to foster the spir- 
itual development of her people in 
order that they might use their 
riches wisely. In that endeavor he 
succeeded magnificently. 

"Envisaging clearly the ideal of 
the Statute of Westminster, he real- 
ized that the future of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations depend- 
ed upon the willing partnership of 
self-governing Dominions. It was 
no selfish nationalism, because 
Laurier fought for the rights of 
South Africa as earnestly as he 
fought for those of Canada. It was 
no narrow patriotism, since he in- 
sisted that Canada should assume 
her full responsibilities, military 
and civil, In the affairs of the 
Empire. 

"No man could have expressed 
better the ideals for which Canada 
and her allies are fighting today. 
A united national effort in which 
each individual voluntarily sub- 
merges his own .interests because he 
knows that the democracy which 
inspires the nation will restore his 
liberties when victory has been at-

This evening at 8.30 a cere- 
mony will take place in the Sir 
Arthur Currie Memorinl Gym- 
nasium, marking the hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of one 
of McGill's most famous gradu- 
ates, Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Rep- 
resentatives from the universi- 
ties, members of the legal pro- 
fession, representatives of. the 
armed forces, the Dominion and 
provincial governments, the mu 
nicipalities, and all ranks o 
civilian life will be present. 

The principal speaker will be the 
Honorable C. G. Power, Minister of 
National Defence for Air, and the 
theme of the gathering will be 
Canada's unity in the face of world 
danger. The Air Minister will deal 
with the rise of Canada from a 
comparatively small country, as It 
was when Sir Wilfrid first entered 
Parliament in 1874, to the mighty 
nation whose gallant sons have dis- 
tinguished themselves on so many

British Army Starts Libyan Adance. 

A British Army of 750,000 men, under General Sir Allen Cunning- 
ham. has been advancing into Cirenalca since Tuesday morning, it was 
announced In Cairo last night. Operating on a wide front, the British 
forces have advanced more than fifty miles without meeting any resist- 
ance. 

Nazi Forces Trapped in Crimea.

Ninety-three volunteer blood don 
ors were registered yesterday, in 
the third day of McGUl's campaign, 
The drive is to enlist students to 
contribute blood for use in field 
hospitals overseas, and has brought 
the total to five hundred and forty, 
according to figures released by the 
Campaign Committee last night. 

The Committee also reaffirmed 
the hours for the showing of an in 
strumental film on the subject of 
blood donation, in announcing that 
Mrs. R. Palmer Howard, the Secret 
ary of the Montreal Clinic of the 
Voluntary Blood Service of the Red 
Cross and a member of the Office 
Administration Section of the Red 
Cross Corps, will be on hand at the 
showings to give a few introduc 
tory remarks. 

In releasing the names of yester- 
day's volunteers, the Campaign 
Committee stated that the total 
now reached represents a fair pro 
portion of the student body, and 
has ex-jecded original expectations 
but, it was emphasized, this re 
sponse, although by itself appearing 
excellent, suffers by comparison 
with those of other Canadian uni 
versltles— for example, that of the 
University , of British Columbia, 
where one thousand donors have 
been registered and 1500 is the ob 
jcctlve. The booths provided for 
the purpose of registration in varl 
ous sections of the McGill campus 
will be open from ten a.m. to three 
p.m. for the remainder of the week, 
and the Committee has expressed 
the hope that the students of this 
University will take as a challenge 
the record of U.B.C. 

It cannot be too' frequently em- 
phasized, declared the Committee, 
that the physical effects resulting 
from the loss of under a pint of 
blood are negligible to healthy in 
dividuals, and that considering the 
life-saving potentialities of blood 
and blood products in war-time 
there Is no reason why every stu- 
dent in fair health should not vol- 
unteer. 

The educational film, which 
shows the method by which the 
blood is removed from the donors 
and prepared for use in transfusion, 
will be given two showings; one, 
for the members of the English 
2 class, at 10.40, and the other, for 
all others Interested,, at 11.00. The 
first showing, It Is emphasized, will

Martin Speaks 
To Philosophs 

Recent Decline 
Of Religion 
Due to Science 

Religion has declined in recent 
years because people have been 
swept off their feet by the great 
success of science, which has led to 
the adoption of a materialist phil- 
osophy, Dr. C. P. Martin declared 
in his lecture before the Philosophi- 
cal Society last night. 

But science, the speaker said, is 
not qualified to judge of the exist- 
ence of God, because such a judg- 
ment is outside the field of science. 
Though science has not demonstrat- 
ed and cannot demonstrate any- 
thing against religion, Dr. Martin 
asserted, nevertheless it has placed 
human beings in a frame of mind 
in which they think that everything 
is amendable to scientific proof or 
disproof. This has led to a decline 
in religious belief, he declared. 

Science, according to Dr. Martin, 
deals with material facts alone. A 
scientific fact he defined as one 
that is "demonstrable by physical 
evidence." This method Dr. Martin 
averred is the correct approach to 
existing material or physical facts. 
But science, the speaker said, Is as 
incompetent to pronounce upon the 
existence of a God or ultimate 
mind as a blind man is to judge 
colour. 

Though some scientists, Dr. Mar- 
tin said, think that study of the 
intricacies of the brain can lead to 
a knowledge of mind, science can 
never know mind, being able to 
study only the behaviour of ma- 
terial particles. 

Dr. Martin emphasized that he 
was not attacking science, but only 
showing that science was complete- 
ly unable to form judgments out- 
side its strictly limited field. 

The pholosophy of materialism, 
the speaker said, Is unable to ac- 
count for mind, since mind posses- 
ses no "survival-value" and thus 
could not have arisen In the evolu- 
tionary process of blind variation 
and the survival of the fittest

Since Professor Noad holds a per- 
manent appointment in his depart- 
ment, he is not lost to McGill; as 
the outcome of a meeting of the 
Board of Governors a leave of ab- 
sence for the duration of his ser- 
vices has been granted him. It was 
then stated that Professor Noad 
would be "greatly missed at the 
University." 

A native of Lachlne, and a grad- 



uate of Montreal High School. Pro- 
fessor Noad studied at McGill, tak- 
ing honours in Greek and English. 
He was an editor of the Daily for 
two years, and put out the Junior 
Year Book, or "Old McGill' 'as It Is 
now known; he spent at least one 
summer vacation working on the 
staff of the Gazette. From the Uni- 
versity he received the degrees ot 
B.A. and M.A., thus closing a career 
of "marked popularity and activ- 
ity" here. 

After the war— he was refused 
for active service many times dur- 
ing it— Professor Noad spent two 
years in Cuba as tutor to the 
nephews of the then President, 
Mario G. Menocal. In 1921, and for 
three years thereafter, he held the 
post of assistant in the English De- 
partment. A Moyse Travelling 
Scholarship led him. in 1824, to La 
Sorbonnc in Paris for a year's 
study. Having specialized in com- 
parative literature, a course in 
which he has been giving at Mc- 
Gill, he returned to the University 
as assistant professor in English. . 

In 1927 he was assistant editor of 
the Columbia University Course In 
World Literature which is contain- 
ed in Eighteen Volumes. 

Returning to McGill In the fol- 
lowing year, Professor Noad re- 
sumed his position in the Depart- 
ment of English, and held it till 
1038, when he became associate pro- 
fessor. 

Professor Noad is known to al- 
most every student at McGill be- 
cause of his part .in the pandemic 
English 2. Cognisant of several

Up to last night, the Commit- 
tee for Volunteers for War Re- 
search could only boast of some 
forty registered. Although this 
is not poor, the Committee 
stated, it is still a far cry from 
the objective of one hundred 
volunteers. 

The Committee, doing a little 
research on its own, discovered 
that the coeds comprised as 
much as sixty percent of the 
total registration. This superiori- 
ty of numbers of female "human 
guinea pigs" was attributed to 
the more trussing nature of the 
coeds. 

In order for this service to 
function efficiently, a reserve of 
at least one hundred Is requir- 
ed. If the number of available 
students does not come up to 
par by tomorrow night, regis- 
tration tables, similar to that in 
the Arts Building, will be set 
up In the Physics and Chemis- 
try Buildings during next week.

Life of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
Outstanding in Achievement 



A celebration of the Centen- 
ary of the birth of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier is being celebrated this' 
evening by both McGill Uni- 
versity and the University of 
Montreal. The following is a 
brief summary of the life of 
one of our University's most 
illustrious sons. 

Henri Charles Wilfrid Laur- 
ier was born on November 20, 
1841, at St Lin, in L'Assomp- 
tion County, Quebec. He was 
baptised two days later in the 
Parish Church. 

His education started In St 
Lin's public school, continued 
at a Scottish school in New 
Glascow, and at L'Assomption 
College. He then went to McGill 
University whence he graduât- 
ed from the faculty of Law as 
Valedictorian of his class. In 
1864, the same year that he 
graduated, he was called to the 
Bar of Lower Canada. Four 
years later he married Miss Zoo 
Fontaine in Montreal. 



In 1872 Laurier was elected 
to the Quebec Assembly for 
Drummond-Arthabaska, and af- 
ter two years was picked for 
the House of Commons, for the 
same district. In 1877 he was 
sworn In as Minister of Inland 
Revenue in the MacKcnzie 
cabinet, and was defeated when 
he sought re-election in Drum- 
mond-Arthabaska. In that same 
year he was chosen for the 
House of Commons, for East 
Quebec, which position he held 
till the time of his death. In 
1887 he was delegated leader 
of the Liberal party, and in 
1896 was appointed Prime Min- 
ister of Canada, and he held 
this position until the sixth of 
October, 1911. He Initiated the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and the 
National Transcontinental Rail- 
ways In 1903 and seven years 
later he founded the Canadian 
Navy. 



More Cars

The students of McGill are hold 
ing their third salvage drive of the 
year tomorrow evening. These 
drives are part of the war effort of 
the university in the collecting of 
aluminum and other useful salvage 
to help in the manufacture of 
weapons. 

Notre Dame de Grace is the dis- 
trict to be covered by the students, 
the plans for the Drive having been 
officially approved . by the War 
Council last Thursday. 

The "Dally' 'is sending a special 
contingent of workers on the Sal- 
vage Drive .They are providing 
their own cars and special trucks 
have been assigned to them, pre- 
paratory to covering district three. 
Lists are posted in the "Daily" of- 
fice for members of the staff to 
sign. 

The canvassers and volunteers 
for the trucks are asked to meet in 
the Campus driveway between 6.00 
and 6.15 p.m., and the Campaign is 
expected to get underway around 
6.30. The portion of N.D.G. to* be 
canvassed in this Drive includes 
the part within the boundaries of 
the C.P.R. Tracks and Somerled, 
Benny, and Glrouard avenues. 

The plans arc all completed as 
regards the auto and truck mar- 
shals: the auto marshals are to look 
after the students, while the truck 
marshals will see to the loading of 
the salvage. After the campaign a 
group of students will unload the 
trucks. 

A list of the names of the mar- 
shals will be found on page four. 
Tomorrow's "Dally" will contain all 
instructions for the students tak- 
ing part in the drive. There is still 
room for people with cars and they 
will be very welcome, stated Tom 
Hardwlcke, Chairman of the Drive. 

The salvage campaign has been 
widely publicized, both by the 
Montreal Daily Star, which ftas 
written a preliminary article on it 
and by Christopher Ellis, who has 
spoken about it on the radio. The 
people of N.D.G. are ready for the 
canvassers, as the news has been 
printed in the "Monitor." 



Key Calk for 
Nominations 

Second and 
Third Year 
Men Sought 

Nominations are now being call 
ed for to the Students' Executive 
Council. One representative is to be 
elected from each of the Faculties 
of Arts and Science, Engineering, 
Medicine, Law, Dentistry, School of 
Commerce, Theology and the Royal 
Victoria College. Nominees should 
be in the Junior year of the Facul- 
ties they are to represent, their 
nominations being signed by at 
least ten undergraduates of the 
same Faculty. 

Nominations are also desired to 
the Honorary Society, the Scarlet 
Key. Nominations for this Society 
are divided into two groups: "A" 
and "B." In group "A" there are 
to be four or more nominees in the 
Third year of each of the Faculties 
of Medicine, Arts and Science, and 
Engineering; at least three from the 
School of Commerce and one from 
each of Architecture and Dentistry; 
there will also be two or more in 
the second year of Law. In group 
"B" there must be three or more 
nominees from the Second year of 
each of the Faculties of Arts and 
Science, School of Commerce, En- 
gineering. Medicine and Dentistry. 

All nominees must be students in 
Good Standing, and the regulations 
for nomination are the same as for 
the Students' Council. Nominations 
to both these bodies must be given 
in to the Secretary of the Students' 
Society by 2.30 p.m. on Tuesday, 
November 25th. The elections will 
be held on December 9th, and the 
newly-elected officers are to take 
over on January 1st, 1942. 



Mr. S. Bronfman 
Makes Donation 
Of $100,000 

Mr. Samuel Bronfman, of 
Montrenl, has donated $100,000 
to the School of Commerce of 
McGill University to enable it 
to carry out Us plans for re- 
organization. This sum will be 
divided into annual contribu- 
tions of $20,000 which will ex- 
tend over a period of five years. 
Steps are now being taken to 
carry the full program into ef- 
fect during the '1942-1943 ses- 
sion. 

As a result of this donation, the 
University will be able to create « 
small number of Research Fellow- 
ships which will be open to post- 
graduate students who wish to 
work for advanced degrees. De- 
tails regarding these Fellowships 
will be announced shortly, and the 
first appointments are expected to 
be made some time next spring. 

To Create Advisory Council 
An Advisory Council, composed 
of leading businessmen is another 
innovation which will be created 
by Mr. Bronfman's grant. Even 
though the administration and op- 
eration of the School will natural- 
ly remain in the hands of the Uni- 
versity authorities, the Advisory 
Council will be in a position to ad- 
vise the Director of the School, and 
to offer its opinion ot all proposals 
for the commencement of new 
courses or the reorganization of 
old courses. It will serve to link 
the School with business enter- 
prises and government so that the 
work which is carried on by the 
students will enable them, after 
graduation, to make a maximum 
contribution to the welfare ot the 
whole community. 

It has long been felt by those re- 
sponsible for the School of Com- 
merce that an effort should be 
made to train a selected group ol 
men and women who will occupy 
prominent positions in the publia 
service after the war. As a result, 
the Senate adopted a comprehen 
sive reorganization scheme. After

Apparently the various concerted 
drives, appeals, and exhortations that have 
made news on the campus for the last 
month have finally exhausted the patience 
of McGill students. 

They have como through magnificently 
for Salvage Drives and Penny Miles, for 
Blood Banks and War Councils; now the 
reaction seems to be setting in. 

The first time that the Voluntary Re- 
serve forms appeared in the Daily, the 
amazing total of four slips was found in 
the boxes at the end of the day. On the 
second day there were about fifteen. 

The War Council once had hopes of 
getting a thousand students to sign up. We 
don't think, in spite of this discouraging 
prospect, that the Council has given up the 
idea. We hope they're going to get their 
thousand volunteers. 

We've already pointed out once, and 
will do so again now, that this formrfilling 
doesn't let you in for anything. You may 
think it asks one or two. impertinent ques 
tions, but the point is that it's a time 
saver. 

If the Reserve had been in existence 
before, the Committee for Research would 
have been saved a great deal of labour in 
getting names for their work. If the Sal- 
vage Committee had had the facilities o 
the reserve, the members of that commit- 
tee would have been saved several valu- 
able hours' time in finding cars enough for 
the workers. 

The Volunteer Reserve files will be 
used to find those willing to give some sup- 
port to the War Council's activities, when 
they will be available for that assistance 
and what kind of help they arc especially 
qualified to give. That's all. It isn't an' 
other census. 

When you fill in this form, you indi 
cate to the War Council that you are will 
ing to contribute your share of the effort 
being put forth on this campus. We hope 
you realize that the War Council thinks 
that share important enough to spend 
great deal of time on, and that the Counci 
has gone to some trouble to arrange this 
Reserve. The members of the Counci 
know how much it will mean to them; we 
hope you are willing to help. 

The form appears on the fourth page 
of the Daily again today, and it will keep 
appearing, either until the thousand volun 
teers have signed up, or until the War 
Council gives up the ghost on the matter.

inspiring.

Music Reviews 



Arrau and the Concerts Syrophonlquea 

Tuesday brought us a Concert Symphon- 
ique under the orchestra's regular conductor 
Desire Defauw, with the Chilean pianist 
Claudio Arrau in a program of works by Liszt, 
Franck. Stravinsky, and Rimsky Korsakoff. 
Mr. Arrau. who appeared with the orchestra in 
one of last year's concerts, was heard on Tues- 
day evening, in Liszt's A major concerto, and 
the Franck Symphonic Variations for piano 
and orchestra. 

The Liszt work docs not quite produce the 
electrifying effect of the E flat concerto, but 
it does have its technical problems, and they 
were brilliantly solved by Mr. Arrau. We were 
hearing him. as we did not last year, in music 
for which he has a considerable flair, and to 
which he can bring the necessary fund of ner- 
vous energy. He produces a tone which was, 
to these ears, a trifle hard, but the playing is 
always faultlessly even. Franck's superb work 
had a dazzling, brisk performance, with the 
emphasis occasionally on sentimentality, but 
the ardor and drive behind such playing are 
quite irresistible, when an artist can support 
them with complete assimilation of his music. 
The orchestral collaboration was everything M. 
Defauw's mastery of Franck's idiom could 
make it, subtle, tender, lively, as the score re- 
quires. There was an ovation for the pianist. 

In the orchestral portion of the evening, M. 
Defauw, who is a clever program builder, was 
aiming at the pure lines of influence that lead 
from Glinka, their source, through Rlmtky- 
Korsakoff, to Igor Stravinsky. As such, It was 
an evening of brilliant orchestration (which 
the Russians have been better at than anyone 
else) beginning with Glinka's "Kamarinskaya." 
Rimsky was represented by his program-sym- 
phony "Antar," which does not offer many in- 
teresting ideas, but which intrigues with an 
endless stream of colours. The orchestral en- 
semble was quite remarkable, and it seems that 
M. Defauw's reputation as a disciplinarian is 
being felt In the astonishing precision, and the 
polish of the orchestra's current work. 

The present-day confusion about Stravinsky 
has no parallel in music, and the Tschalkow 
sky lovers who cultivated* him at the "Fire- 
bird" stage of his artistic career are no more 
puzzled about him than the "Sacre" fans, or 
the "Apollon Musagetcs" enthusiasts, or the 
Symphonie de Psaumists are. No artist has 
been quicker to follow his arUstic nose, wher 
ever it was disposed to lead him. What is he 
now—Neoclassicist? Atonalist? Jazz composer? 
Nowadays, they say, he despises "L'Oiseau de 
Feu," but he Is still embarrassingly revered 
for the tender, glittering, clangorous "Fire 
bird," sophisticated "Petrouchka," and the 
"Sacre du Printemps," Hellzapoppln' of musl 
cal literature. 

Playing Stravinsky calls for brilliant inte- 
gration by the conductor, because the orches- 
trai parts are so piecemeal when taken by 
themselves, and M. Defauw did a marvellous 
job of precise, careful direction. As for the 
orchestra, It covered Itself with glory in music 
well-nigh unplayable in spots; and the solo 
wind instruments, the oboe in the Dance of the 
Princesses, and the bassoon in the Berceuse, 
were admirably handled. 

The next concert is to be on December 2nd, 
when Emanuel Fcuermann will appear as 
soloist — R. A. M. 



As Caplan remarked, the story was some- 
what similar to that of the ill-fated Albatross 
in Coleridge's "The Ancient Mariner." It told 
of the launching of a clipper ship, the Hamp- 
shire Maid, and the experiences of the captain 
and his crew. The captain, Jonas, played by 
Gerald Rowan, beset by a nagging wife, Abby, 
played by Eleanor Stuart, kills her In a mo- 
ment of anger and then sets sail several hours 
before he is scheduled to do so. Events work 
rapidly to their climax and the voice of the 
hip and the captain's wife are heard above 
the howling of the wind. They discover that 
they are 300 miles farther south of their course 
than they should be and are in an iceberg 
zone. Their rudder will not steer them and it 
seems as if they are drawn by some unknown 
force. The voice of Abby Is heard calling to 
Jonas as the ship meets its doom by crashing 
into an Iceberg. The continuous sound of the 
creaking ship and the shrieking wind, as the 
ship is being driven on her course give the cor- 
rect impression of atmosphere . . . and sound 
plays an important part In the broadcast. 

Wc obtained a few direct quotes from the 
script, to show how well written the script 
was, and how some of the outstanding effects 
were achieved. 

At the launching of the ship Captain Jonas 
says: 

"I name thee clipper ship Hampshire 
Maid and may you have the soul of a good 
woman for there be many likely sailor 
men as will love a fast boat" 
The author has captured in the above lines 
the salty language of the sailor, minus some 
of the profanity, and this Is kept throughout 
the show. 

The scene In which Captain Jonas kills his 
wife, Abby, is particularly well done. 

Abby: Nag you.— All I want is for you 
to stay with me while ye're home . . . and 
set and talk . . . (pause) . . . Jonas . . . 
what are ye doing? . . Jonasl ... Oh no 
> no . Don't Jonas . . . Jonas 




It's All A Matter of Opinion 

A few weeks back Rupert Caplan produced 
an experimental broadcast entitled "Who You 
Pushln' Brother?" Radié circles In Montreal 
and across Canada thought that it was one of 
the best original Canadian radio shows pro 
duced. 

The radio columnist of "Saturday Night" 
Toronto weekly paper, described the broadcast 
as excellent. Ope of his readers, however, did 
not agree with him and this is what he wrote: 

"Mostly I string along with you not bad," 
writes the listener, who, incidentally, lives in 
Edmonton, "but when you hand a bouquet to 
Caplan for that alleged drama "Who're you 
pushln'. ..." If that's experimental radio, I'll 
lake a slice of Ibsen. 1 

"It was the most self-conscious, smart alec 
Just too cute for words, slice of tripe, I've 
heard." 

The columnist goes on to say that this is 
the type of criticism- Canadian radio needs, 
Well, as we said above, it's all a matter of 
opinion.

Donating Blood 



The Clotting of Blood 
Why does blood clot? This may 
seem a superfluous question to ask. 
Blood clots, and that's all there Is to 
It-it wouldn't be blood If it didn't 
And actually it is an unanswerable 
question, for no one can say why 
blood clots. All we know are some 
of the occurrences which happen 
before and during, and the funda- 
mental reason which starts the ball 
rolling— or the blood clotting— is 
still a mystery. 

It is a fortunate thing for us that 
there is such a thing as the coagula-, 
tlon of blood. If there weren't we 
might already be dead from aome 
small cut which just kept on bleed- 
ing. As a matter of fact, there Is 
an hereditary disease in which such 
small wound has sometimes been 
fatal. People who have it are call- 
ed popularly "bleeders." And these 
people have a substance missing 
from their blood. 

The process of clotting is very 
much like a chemical reaction oc- 
curring in two steps. A plus B plus 
forms a substance D. D plus E 
forms blood clot The important 
thing is that all these factors have 
to be present for the final product 
to be formed, and normally these 
factors aro not all present In the 
blood stream. However, when the 
tissues are injured, or when blood 
comes into contact with some for 
clgn substance, factor A is released. 
Factors B, C and E are already 
present in the blood, and the ball 
simply starts rolling: the blood 
clots. 

Looked at with a microscope, 
blood is a fluid with a great many 
corpuscles of several kinds float- 
ing around. A blood clot is found 
to be composed of a mesh of very 
delicate fibrils, entrapped in which 
are all the corpuscles. A dried blood 
clot or scab on a wound is nature's 
germ-proof way of protecting in- 
; uries. 

When collecting blood from don- 
ors it is important to prevent it 
from clotting. For a long time this 
was a great hindrance to a wider 
use of transfusion. Substances were 
known which could be added to 
blood to prevent coagulation, but 
they were also poisonous and made 
the blood unfit to use. Finally It 
was discovered that one of these 
substances, when used in harmless- 
ly small quantities, would still pre- 
vent blood from clotUng. This dis- 
covery was made during the last 
war, and helped to bring about a 
greater and greater use of blood to 
revive the wounded. 
The "anticoagulant" used was a 



substance called sodium citrate. It 
Is used today very extensively to 
prevent blood from clotUng. As a 
matter of fact when McGill blood 
donors watch their dark red blood 
flowing from their arm into a bot- 
tle, it will be sodium citrate that 
Is used to keep their valuable 
400 ces. In a liquid form.
